THE MERIDIAN MASSACRE,
e ———— -
A Tale of Bloodshed and Horrvor,

The New York Tribtine has n detailed account
wf the outrages in Misslesippl, from which we
extract the following: —

A little Jater the body of Willlam Dennls was
dragged from the court-room to the poreh, an |
bleeding, as it waa from several bullet-wounds,
it was tosged Lo the street below amid the shouls
apd jeers of the crowds. Bigns ol lile beiug
glill disvoveratle, gome one Kindly eut his throat

from ear toear. At this thme thers were lyving
dend in the room the bodies of Joastice Dram-
Jetie and the negro Yus. Ford, with an old man,
Isnne Lue, baaly wonuded in the
ehoulder, Al over Lown crowds

of freneled whites ware roshing in every dirscs
tion, hutting this and that prumlwut black In
order o kil bim, apd commitiing outrages of
overy kind on the others. As night cams on, as
if 10 be in at the death, n crowd of the Alabama
Ku-klux appeared In town and took & hand with

the rest. ‘They were heard shouting, “Hurrah
for Alabama,” st varions tlmes, and committed
gevernl outrageés on the blacks, One wof their

victime, after being stripped and flogged in a
terrible manner, and baving several buckshot
fired into his body, was allowed to escape, and
at the present writing les In a helpless condition
in a colored hotel in Jackzon,

To tell the whole of the outrages that were
thue commitied wonld fill page after page. As
an evidence of the stale of feellng at the time,
however, | will give the statement of an aged
gentleman, an old eitizen, and one of nodoual ted
veracity. At the botel, immedintely afler the
affray in the Court House, he hoard the propo-
sition made to go up and bave & look ab the
dead bodies, He accompanled the party and
Ffm the bodies of the Justice and the negro,

Gus. Ford, Iying weltering in their blood, both*

dead. Clogé by lay the aged negro, Isanc Leo,
badly wounded. Theold negro, fearing that the
had come to kill kim, was mnch alarmed. He
endeavored to reasgure him, telling him no one
wounld hurt him, in his coodition. The black
replied, “Don't know 'bout dat, Massa,” but
secmed to feel better. The party soon left. At
the fout of the stairs the old gentlemen was hor-
rified at the proposition to go back and kill the
poor old wonuded negro. 1la remonstrated,
saying, “You are not fiends.” and foally
persuaded the party (o give up their por-
pose. A little later the bvlack somehow got
out of the house, and foand his way to lis
cabin, but a gang of human bloodhounds came
along in eearch of prey. They had with
them already, us prisoners, two blacks, named
Marion White and Hevry Johnson:; but they
selzed upon the old man, Isaae Lee, wonnded
as he was, and marched him off with the others.
The next mornipg the bodies of the whole three
were found in the woods close by. The Hon.
Anron Moore, member of the Miss -w.'.ppl House
of Re{)resentatiws, stood immedintely by Justice
Bramletie when the first shot was fired. A= the
Justice fell, Moore fell with him, the dead body
of the Justice on top. Without doubt this
eaved his life. Lying thus, covered with the
blood of the dead Justice, he very naturally
paseed for dead himself. A few moments, and
the room belug temporarily c¢leared, he made
his escape to his house. A crowd,
finding he wae still alive, get up the hne and
cry, and gapg after gang started in puarsuit.
Leaving his honse immediately, he took to the
woods. One gang, arriviog a little later, and
finding the bird flown, turned his wife and chil-
dren out of doors and set fire W the house,
which was burped to the ground. ‘I'he next
morning a large.crowd of armed menf got on the
train bound for Jackson, 93 miles distant, and
put off a portion of theif number at every prin-
cipal station. Aaron Moore, the representative
from their district, minister of the Gospel, and
leading advigser among the blacke, they were
bound to have. Moore, however, struck off on
foot, givin the raillroad a wide berth,
He weighed probably two hupdred and
fifty pounds, and had nothing to eat save
what he could proeure at a negro cabin in a
a arsely settled country. He trudged throu;.;h

e woods night and ay for a distance of 125
DJ“GF welighed down with anxiety for the fate
of his family, and with the human bloodhounds
on his track. Eluding all of his pursuers, how-
ever, he ecame into Jackson on the following
Friday, where he has since been joined by the
regt of his famlly, save one son, a young man,
who he justly fears has been murdered. How
many fell vietims to this massacre it is almost
imposesible to tell. A large number are missing;
doubtless many of these will still turn up, buat in
the opinion of the chief of the so-called State
Detective force, probably no less than 25 or 30
have been killed.
